It would be an noptqfltabl* boBiaess 
to speculate apon the probability of a 
reciprooity treaty being ehortly ostab* 
lished batween the Dominion of Cana- 
da and the Uuitad BtatM of Ainericft. 
Public BontLinont' in tho latter OOnntry 
bag become so fickle and'^etViMe ia 
regard to eyery thing of an' ifitemational 
character, ospocially whero Groat Bri- 
tnin happoas to bo concerned, that all 
Luraau prosoienco must be uttorly con- 
lonnded. In bis Messogo, iu opening 
tlxoqNalioaal Assembly, tho other day, 
Presidont Grant oonatrnotivelF made 
an admission with regard to the enor- 
mous advantages iiidnetry enjoys in 
Oanada'OVW that.in hia own country, 
whfof W''experieneeB ' no' UtUo diffl- 
cully in reconciling with tho proverbial 
cnteuoBB of his countrymen. Bat, not* 
withstanding tho Homewhat paradoxical 
nsserlion of tho Prosident that reciproc- 
ity would only benefit the Canadian 
peoplo, itjis Jrftoly stated la, Bastern 
newspapofa that the passage in the 
.llesBUgo upon this subject was only 
intondtd to lot a certain political party 
BOftly down from the nntccaljlo posi- 
tion it bad taken, and that Secretary 
Fish is ovon now in communication witli 
toQttaWa Ihereanent. Bs ithaC as it may, 
His not very easy to'belleTO tho Amer- 
icatftieople sndioieatly Insane to allow 
-littlo iotaraational heartbnrnings to 
stand long ill tho way of a return to 
reciprocal commercial relatioas with 
their neighbors. There is little doubt 
tbat; the- 'dasy goodnatare ojcbibiled by 
Canada Has ''had its ibare in rendering 
the Americana iefis anxious for a new 
' treaty. While the has been oompiotely 
shut oul of tho American markets, 
Canada has permitted her neighbors to 
enjoy nearly all that was secured to 
them under the old treaty. Thoir coal, 
yialt, grain, and in fact nearly all the 
natural prodnolions of the country have 
been, most unwisely we think, permitted 
to corae into Canada froo ot duly, while 
the Ainoricaii fishormen have been al- 
lowed to fish in Canadian waters for a 
aimsrelyj nominal 'lioense charge. Nay, 
Ibappeara that they have, to a great 

4xie&'t| been permitted to do so in 
rSfewn violation of all law and oven 
common decency. On this subject the 
HQtnilton (Oatario) S^pactaiOT says : 
,., «It is not unlikely that we may yet be 

■ brought Into-oolliiion with the United 
' States on the subjoot of the fisheries. 
4 , A number of American fiihermau seem 
•'■^ determined to violate the existing law, 

and to fi-'h beyond the prasoribod 
grounds— fishinff in Canadian waters- 

■ They know that by doing ao they expose 
themBelvoB to punishmeut; but so ro- 
ga'rdless of law, of justice, of deconoy, 
and of honor have those men become 
that they are resolved to continue their 
lawless pursuits and to revenge thorn, 
ficlves, it possiblo, upon any British 
cruiser which ofTors to check them. 
Por this purpose they are arming them- 
fielvoa with deadly weapons, and, ap« 
parontly under the sanction of somo 
American authorities, they mean to 
maintain their right to commit trespass 
and robbery, although in doing so thoy 
eball become involved in bloody fight 
and lead their ^Mlipft into war. We 
loam these facts from American papers 
themselves, and we confess tho prospect 

■' nnfoldod is not a very agreeable ono. 
.Wo do not liko to think of any of our 
fellow men being so regardless of law, 
nnd no bent upon doing wrong, as to 
pursue tb]e::«outBe..wJ^oh.ls, ,her6i pio- 
posed, and we eannot contemplate with 

E Bat|«ffti>tion the prospect of internation- 

"''alVtn^a as the rosulc of tho foolhardy 
and outrageous condnot of a few wrong, 
beaded men. In tho omorgei^cy^ how- 
ever, there is a very plain duty inoum- 
bcut'upon our Q-overnment. It is out 
of tho question that we can allow oor 
law8 to bo trampled upon and our rights 
BacHBcod by a few desperadoes. Our 
Minister of Marino and Fiabories must, 
thoretbro, soo to it that a sufliciont 
force bo kept in tho Gulf to protect our 
own men and dtljre b^k the invaders. 
If needful, the mattermustbe laid before 
the Government at "Washington and the 
interposition of President Grant must 
bo requested for tho suppression of the 
ovil oil the P'lrt of his countrymen. 
And above all it is a matter of import- 
ant uoceBBity that a higher license fee 
ghould bo imposed apon the American 
fishermen who come into Canadian 
waters* ' The license at present imposed 
is a more bngntelle. According to the 
last Cshory report, it realized only 313,. 
000. A<,'aiii3t this our fishermen paid 
«'20b,00U in gold to the United States 
Govornmont aa customs duties on fish 

«*eiibkht in their waters. Tho inequality 
ig startling. Th're ii a gross inequity 
ill tho wbolo arrangement. It really 
should not any longer bo turapercd with. 
Our forbonrunco lu the past has given 
encourage inent and boldness to those 
men; and it can be only by a firm 
hatid and « resolute policy that tboy 
will be toads to feel their own position 

rrand lorrespeot our autliority and law. 
' ThlB itlegal fishing must bo brought to 
an oad : and if the necessary measures 
lor this provoke, collision, tho sooner it 
iB done tho hotter. As matters now 
are we suffer the loss of our fish and 
wa'snKera reproach upon our name. 
This Is one of those cases in which jus- 
tlce Bhcilild be done though the heavens 

'Tho conduct ol the Amerioaa fishor^. 
men is bccrcely t» bo wondered at, when 
viewoJ in the light of intimations from 
tboae high io fti|thority that the wa.»9n 



right of nations to the high seas must 
ovorrido the International Treaty , and 
that tho Americana intend to disregard 
that treaty, and make .foroiblo uso of 
tho soscalled Cunadian fishing grounds. 
It is Bcarcaiy surprising that so long as 
the American people were permitted to 
enjoy nearly all the advantages which a 
reciprocity treaty would be presumed to 
confer upon them, without being called 
upon to give an equivalent, there 
should bo little disposition on their 
part to enter into treaty engagemonts 
which would sacuta reolprocal advantages 
to their neigbboars. Bat Ihcy have impoaed 
upon good natnre'a little too far. Canada 
bsnina to think that the point beyond which 
forbearQuoe oessea to be a virtue has bean 
retoboii. The Auieriean Oshermaa will 
either have to pay a aum oommenBurato with 
the privilege of fiahing io Uanadaiao wa- 
lers, or they will be excluded altogoihar ; 
and when the enormity of the iotereata ia- 
volved !b oonsidered, It is not too much 
to say that this single question will oonsli- 
tnte a rauat persuasivo argument with the 
nation in favor ol a retarn to reciprooity. 
Somo may call iu (juosiiou the ability of tbo 
Dominion GoverniueDl to cope with tho 
dilfioultty ; but oil doubt on that point 
miut disappear boturo the fact that the 
whole British navy is pledged to aup- 
porl, if need be, tho Dominion UoveromenI 
in euforcinjf obadiouco to its laws. N"or doea 
thia fiahury queeiion stund alone. It is ol- 
roady known tliat the Dominion Government 
bas doternjined that, in the absence of the 
resumption of reciprocal relations, Amori* 
oaa prodDotioos sball be met with a i^ood 
amart duty. Canada can well get ulung 
without these prcducfcions ; yet from the 
circumstance of tlioir froo admifsiooi aod Iho 
great facilities (or intBrcominunioalion they 
have been eotering aoraowtiat Idrgulj into 
her oooBumption, to the injury ol her own io- 
teiests. The coal maasutes of the Maritime 
PravinoBB may well sapply Canadajnith fuel, 
whiia the imarvellously ezteosive and tupi 
arexoallent salt depuaita of Huron arealmoat 
aqual to the consamption of tho entire con- 
linent ; nor i» the ugrioultural capacity of 
tha DominioQ suoh as to require a eopplj 
from her neighbors. Let Cauuda, in nnure 
Bolf-defonoe, oaete oat evenhanded jaetioe 
ia'lhase interoatiooal matters, and aha will 
soon have Brother Jobatban comiog to her 
hat in hand, and asking, with beooming rC" 
speofc, for tha reostabliahment of reoiproc&l 
ootnmecoiiii rolations. In either event, hoiv« 
ever, the iutorests of Canada wid ba protect' 
ed, and tha ioteresis ul this eolooy, nndor 
Oonfadaratioa, will also be protected, It it 
DO UltlOtBatiBfaetiOO to be aasured that if 
we are to be denied the advantages of a frca 
market with our neighboura lor tha coal, 
lumber fish and other natural productions of 
thia colony, tho (Jiuiadinn Tariil will be lO 
reinoddled as to give us protection against 
the freo entry of|Auietican pruduotiona, This 
ooaaidaration sets completely at leat the only 
objaotioaii urged with any show of reasoo 
or'foroB' of tratb agaiost Ooofsderatioo, 



The Way to tho North Pole 

It has long been tho belief of tho most 
eminent geographers that the true routo to 
the north pole is Io be fonnd by following 
tha course of Iho pulf etream along the 
norihweptern coast ol Asia, inatond of tho 
naual route thcoogh Ballio'e Bay. Profes- 
Bor J. B. Manry has an article on the subject 
in Fulman's Magazine, in which ba, sustains 
this opinion by good reasons ; 

llo asserts, on the authority of the traosac- 
liona of tho Royal Society of London for 1675, 
that two Dutch whalers in 1655 ponotrated 
to the polo itaalf He quutea from a Captain 
of an American whale aUlp, who says be had 
gone 'several hundred miles to tha northward 
and eastward from Behriug's Strait, and three 
hundred miles beyond the limit of bii obart 
and with an open lea .still ibefore bim, as far 
as could be seen in that direction.' Kotzebue 
in 1815, B'lys aa ho attempted to pasa to tho 
West, or aroond the ooaat ol Asia : 'Tho sea 
was open to the northeast as tar aa tho eye 
could see,' and Commander John Rogers, of 
the United States North Puoilic Kxploring 
Expedition, io 1853 and 1855 , aays of tbo 
same waters : *Ab far as I weot to the nortb'< 
ward and eastward beyond the straits I bad 
an open sea with a current flawing to tbo 
northward and eastward and with a temper- 
aturo of the water luuoh bolow that duo to 
the latitude.' Proftssor Maary holds that 
there is a Paeific warm onrrent sweeping 
through Behrlng'a Straitn to tho pole, to cor- 
respoud with the Aihiniiu gulf etroara which 
Bweepa arouud Spilzbcryou, aud by either of 
those routes tho polo may be reached in safe- 
ly, and an open chiinuol found botweao the 
Atlantic aud tho Paoiiio. In confirmation 
of his theory he treats of bitda and Qsboa and 
eoa-weeds as 'Dumb Gaidoe to the Poles.' 
He shows that birds which feed only oa grain 
and marine plants, and cannot endure the 
Winter cold of tlio Allaniio Coast have been 
seen flying northward boyoud ti,'hly dagreea 
of latitude— ^Qd that vast (inuiilities of nurioe 
vogetatlon are carried by the gnlf stream to 
ward the polar aea,

Our Internal ResourctSi 

Editor Bbitud Colonist :— I observa in 
your issiie Ul Luu .I3ih lost a letter signed 
H., and think bis soggeslions about makioK 
a trail foi'the most part very good, and h:;ve 
no doubt it would be of great utiiliy, aod 
certainly be a great step towards developini; 
the lateut raaouroos of this puit ol tha Col- 
ony and Its rapid aettlenioiit. If it be true 
that large tracts of open land exist ia tlio 
interior whioh are capable of aflording pas- 
turage for large herds of cattle, then it is 
necessary tbat'a trail be ont ao as to enable 
settlers to select their land, stock tha same 
and afterwards drive it to tbia maikel. There 
are certainly extensive awainps whioh oould 
be easily drained, cleared and luuu applied 
to aitber pastoral or ugrioultural (lurpoHCs, 
Most people are awaio ol tho lurgo sum of 
moaey annually paid to our worthy cousins 
on the other side of the Straits wbiob might 
be kept io ear liebt little island, and would 
Boon repay tho small oailay of makioi: a 
trail. It ia true this Island is not expoclcd 
to baooms prorairjont lor Biock-raisiDg or 
agrioalture, but if only sufhcieDt can be 
raised for home consumption it would bo a 
great public baneQt. It ia a notorious aod 
degrading fa«t that very little is known of 
She contouta or capabilities of this Island. 
IJiiih estitnatoa huvo been formed os tu the 
extent and tichuoaj ol our ininoral doposita, 
Qor are they over eatiinutod in soma ron 
apeotB, thongh they may iio In otbGrs. Gold 
is known to exist io ecverul localities, but 
owing to the density ol the fureata of Standing 
and fallen timber, nod which io Bome places 
ia a eomplolo junt;lo, making it so difBoult 
to pack proviaiotis and tools that very liiile 
has been doQO to leat their value, wiih Ihe 
exception ol Leeoh River. Copper, coal nud 
iroD are known to exist io profuFicn. Why not 
many other metallic ores? Mr, H. I thiak 
rather neder esiimaiea the oosl of cutliug a 
trail, as proviniuiis and tools will cost con- 
siderably more t ) puck by land on horsoa or 
niules than if sent by wntor, aa was the cage 
on tha Couiux iruil; however, I think :f25,UCO 
would be ample lor cuiting a rough trail, 
making fords, &o. In oooneolioa with this 
an exploring party might bo formed and 
sent out on both sidea of the trail, eay three 
iu each party, aod making tha trail oamp 
thair depot and headquartars, from which 
they coald reoaivo their »^iippliei<, and from 
which, whatever diaooveriaj of land or rain< 
eral gpeoimena wore found ooald bo forward- 
ed to tha Colonial Secretary or Surveyor 
Gonarsl by returniug pack traine, together 
with the bearings of the luoality from a given 
mile or quarter poal on tho triiil. I cannot 
eater further ielo detail at preieul, but be- 
liara it would he a great benefit to the 'Ool< 
ony. ^< ^>
